1 . Claims 5-12 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or Uniting 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 12/10/09. The claims 
are withdrawn because no argument was given for traversal.

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
US 4936620 to Francois et al. (called 620). 

a. 620 shows seats that are at oblique angles with the angles being different 
from each other and with respect to the sides of the craft. See figure 1 of 620.
